Loughner locked up for 
7 life sentences, 140 years

TUCSON, Ariz. Nearly two years after surviv- 
ing an attempt on her life, former Arizona 
congresswoman Gabrielle Giffords stood in 
federal court Thursday to face her assailant at 
his sentencing for shooting six people to death 
and wounding 13 others, including Giffords. 

Jared Loughner, 24, a college dropout with a 
history of psychiatric disorders, was sentenced 
to seven consecutive life terms plus 140 years 
in prison under a plea deal with prosecutors 
that spares him the death penalty. 

Addressing the court along with several sur- 
vivors of the Jan. 8, 2011, shooting, Giffords’ 
husband, former astronaut Mark Kelly, told 
Loughner he had failed in his attempt to “ex- 
tinguish the beauty of life.” Giffords suffered 


a head wound that left 
her with speech dif- 
ficulties, a paralyzed 
right arm, diminished 
sight and a limp. 

Kelly used the occa- 
sion to take a political 
swipe at Arizona Gov. 
Jan Brewer, a staunch 
gun-rights advocate, 
criticizing her for 
speaking out against proposed restrictions on 
high-capacity ammunition magazines, like the 
ones Loughner used, in the aftermath of the 
shooting. 

“Jan Brewer said it had nothing to do with 
the size of the magazine. ... She said this just 
one week after you used a high-capacity maga- 
zine,” Kelly said, also noting that she named a 
“state gun” weeks later instead of “fixing the

education system.” 

Loughner, asked at the outset of the hearing 
by District Judge Larry Burns if he had chosen 
to waive his right to make a statement, an- 
swered in a low voice, “That’s true.” 

He was otherwise silent as he sat next to his 
lawyer, Judy Clarke. 

Giffords stood by her husband’s side, look- 
ing impassively at Loughner as Kelly addressed 
the defendant directly, in a clear, ringing voice. 
“You may have put a bullet through her head, 
but you haven't put a dent in her commitment 
to make the world a better place,” Kelly told 
him. 

“Although you were mentally ill, you were re- 
sponsible,” he added. “You have decades upon 
decades to contemplate what you did, but from 
this moment, Gabby and I are done thinking 
about you.” 

Giffords did not speak.

Dramatic trial 
bookends 


fiery gun 
rights debate

Thursday’s court proceedings pro- 
vided a dramatic epilogue to a ram- 
page of gun violence that shocked 
the nation, reignited a debate over 
control of firearms and cut short the 
political career of a rising star in the 
Democratic Party. 

Several survivors of the shooting 
also gave statements in court, in- 
cluding Gabrielle Giffords’ former 
congressional aide Ron Barber, who 
also was wounded. 

Speaking to Loughner’s parents, 
Amy and Randy, who were in the 
audience, Barber said, “Please know 
that I and my family hold no animos- 
ity toward you, and that I can ap- 
preciate how devastating the acts of 
your son were.” 

Loughner pleaded guilty in August 
in federal court to 19 charges, includ- 
ing murder and attempted murder, 
in connection with the shootings 
outside a Tucson area supermarket. 

He admitted going to a “Congress 
On Your Corner” event armed with 
a loaded Glock 19 pistol and 60 ad- 
ditional rounds of ammunition with 
plans to kill Giffords. 

Loughner shot her through the 
head at close range. Six people were 
killed, including District Judge John 
Roll and 9-year-old Christina“Iaylor 
Green. 

Loughner also admitted shooting 
the others with the intent to kill. 

Court-appointed experts — said 
Loughner suffered from schizophre- 
nia, disordered thinking and delu- 
sions. He was determined unfit to 
stand trial in May 2011 after he dis- 
rupted court proceedings and was 
dragged out of the courtroom.

Gluten-free sales: $4.2B 


B CHICAGO ‘The gluten-free industry 

is booming as more consumers find 
themselves diagnosed with celiac disease and 
food allergies. 

The market for products without the glu- 
ten protein—found in wheat, barley, rye and 
other grains—is valued at $4.2 billion this 
year and is expected to exceed $6.6 billion 
by 2017, according to a report from Packaged 
Facts. 

Gluten-free snacks and granola bars make 
up the largest chunk of the industry, account- 
ing for 15 percent of sales, the report conclud- 
ed. The vast majority of beers also include 
gluten. 

But this year, some 18 percent of adults are 
going gluten-free, up from 15 percent in 2010, 


Packaged Facts determined. 

Growing consumer suspicion that grain- 
based diets are unhealthy or unnatural have 
helped boost the gluten-free industry. 

And the perception that these products are 
better for the body-conscious buyer also has 
helped. Miley Cyrus credited her weight loss 
to gluten-free eating. 

In Chicago, Jenni Prokopy of Rogers Park 
said she is going gluten-free though she’s test- 
ed negative for celiac disease. 

Prokopy, who gave up gluten for a month 
six years ago, said she believes ditching grains 
will help with her body’s chronic inflamma- 
tion. She noticed an improvement six years 
ago but she was discouraged because there 
weren't many gluten-free foods and local res- 


EXPERT OPINION 

Experts have cautioned that this diet isn’t 
for everyone. A strict gluten-free regimen 
should be undertaken only by those diag- 
nosed with celiac disease, which causes the 
small intestine to react to gluten in sucha 
way that disrupts digestion. 

Otherwise, participants may find them- 
selves low on fiber—and scrapped for cash 
because gluten-free products tend to cost 
more than their counterparts.

PLAYING FOR CREEPS 


Starring ina Bond movie 
was a lifelong ambition 
for star Javier Bardem

Auric Goldfinger, Rosa Klebb, Dr. Julius No, 
Jaws ... Now add Raoul Silva to the list of mem- 
orable Bond movie villains. 

Javier Bardem’s murderous, vengeance-seek- 
ing cyberterrorist in “Skyfall,” which opens Fri- 
day, isn’t out to destroy the world; he wants to 
unleash a world of hurt on 007’s boss, M (Judi 
Dench), with whom he has a complicated his- 
tory. 

The demented hacker with platinum blond 
hair and rotting teeth doesn’t appear until al- 
most an hour into the movie, but his buzz-wor- 
thy, homoerotic interrogation of Daniel Craig’s 
superspy will have audience members fidgeting 
in their seats. Bardem says that was the point. 

“Tt was part of [Silva’s} game. Sexuality was 
there as something important to create a be- 
havior. It’s not the main thing, though,” the 
Spanish actor said during a press conference at 
the Crosby Hotel in New York. 

Director Sam Mendes, Bardem said, used 
the word “uncomfortableness” to explain the 


atmosphere Silva was setting up to intimidate 
Bond in the scene. “Within that you can read 
anything you wish,” he said. “But it’s more ... 
putting the other person into an uncomfort- 
able situation. Even James Bond doesn’t know 
how to get out of it. We wanted to create some- 
thing that was unexpected.” 

According to Mendes, Bardem nails that un- 
comfortableness he wanted. Ina separate press 
conference, the director said Bardem brought 
the right mix of flamboyance and realness to 
the role. “Javier allowed himself to be playful 
and mischievous, but never lost the danger, the 
mystery, the strangeness, the otherness,” he 
said. “I think he’s done something wonderful.” 

Craig agreed. “What’s great about Javier’s 
performance is that he plays him for real,” the 
actor said. “He plays it to the limit and never 
forgets he’s playing a Bond character. And 
that’s a testament to how good an actor he is.” 

Although Bardem won a supporting ac- 
tor Oscar for playing the psycho killer Anton 
Chigurh in the 2007 film “No Country For 
Old Men,” he admits it’s been an unnerving 
experience jumping into the 23-film franchise, 
especially in the movie that marks the soth an- 
niversary of James Bond. 

In one scene with Dench, Bardem said, he 
forgot his lines because it occurred to him that 


he was in “a James Bond movie.” But that was 
just the beginning of his nerves. 

“I’m feeling the pressure now,” he admitted 
with a grin. “Out here promoting the movie 
I see the poster and I go, ‘Wow, James Bond!’ 
When you receive a script that says 007, of 
course, something clicks inside of you. I’m 43 
and I was 12 the first time I saw Bond in the 
theater. It was ‘Moonraker.’ 

“I was really drawn to [the villain} Jaws, I 
have to say. I was 12 and I thought, “This guy’s 
such a nice guy, why is he playing a villain?’ I 
could tell that inside he was a beautiful per- 
son.” 

Bardem, too, might be a beautiful person, 
but apparently not while in his Silva persona. 
He joked that he looked so scary in the blond 
wig and makeup that he startled co-star Ralph 
Fiennes outside the makeup room. Bardem 
appreciates that his character was more physi- 
cally menacing than physically active. 

“In terms of action, I didn’t do [anything] 
compared to what Daniel did,” Bardem said. “I 
was watching Daniel do those things and I was 
going, ‘Oh my God.’ He’s so prepared and com- 
mitted. I did a couple of things but the rest, I 
let the stunt{men] do it. This role wasn’t that 
physical and that was good. I kind of prefer 
that.”

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Naomie Harris

classic ‘Bond babe’

In her most famous big-screen role, the voo- 
doo priestess Tia Dalma in the “Pirates of the 
Caribbean” movies, Naomie Harris wore gray, 
clay-lumped dreadlocks and the nastiest teeth 
this side of Oral B. But as Eve, fellow British 
secret agent and flirt to Daniel Craig’s James 
Bond in “Skyfall,” she cleans up well. “Bond 
babe” well. 

“I have no quibbles with being a ‘Bond 
girl,’ ” Harris, 36, says. With a proviso. “That’s 
problematic, but it’s also a great compliment. 
Bond girls are sexy and alluring and all that. 
But it’s not appropriate for Bond women of 
today. We’re characters, not stereotypes. Eve 
is very much Bond’s equal—an agent, in the 
field. Firing guns. Driving like a madwoman. 
So ‘Bond babe’ seems so antiquated in light of 
that.” 

Harris, the daughter of a Jamaican-born TV 
writer, is a native Brit who won't quite say it’s 
her “duty” to serve when called to join Her 
Majesty’s Secret Service. “But if you’re Brit- 
ish and you're an actor, it is a huge honor. It’s 
so part of British culture that it made perfect 
sense to have James Bond escort the queen 
to the Olympics. If you’re British and you're 
an actor or are in the film business, it means 
something extra to have some part to play in 
making a James Bond film. 

“So maybe it is a duty to do a Bond film. It 
is quintessentially a British story, British in 


character. I love that the film acknowledges 
that, that it’s much more London-centric 
than other films.” 

Harris got her start on British TV after col- 
lege and a stretch at Bristol’s Old Vic Theatre 
School. Her first big-screen break was in Dan- 
ny Boyle’s zombie hit “28 Days Later.” She’s 
mixed appearances in Hollywood films such 
as “Street Kings” with indie fare—“Tristram 
Shandy: A Cock and Bull Story,” “The First 
Grader,” “Sex & Drugs & Rock & Roll.” None 
of that, not even spending time on the well-fi- 
nanced sets of the “Pirates” movies, prepared 
her for teaming up with Mr. Bond. 

“T never exercise. [I’m] terrible about it. 
For this, I had to do two months with a per- 
sonal trainer, five days a week, two hours a 
day. I was on the gun range two days a week. 
I spent one day a week with the stunt trainer, 
doing kickboxing, combat training. I spent 
time in driving school. 

“And remember the scene where I shave 
Daniel? I had to train with a barber for weeks 
just to get some shaving skills. I learned a lot. 
Really got my money’s worth out of this film. 
I could be an agent now.” 

And unlike other Bond girls, there’s always 
a chance that Eve and Harris will be back, see- 
ing as how she has some, um, “currency” with 
the franchise. Or will they? 

“There’s absolutely no way I’m telling you if 
I'll be back,” she giggles.

first few months of 
1865 as the president 
worked to pass the 13th Amendment and end 
the Civil War. 

What? That’s not the real Lincoln? Hell if 
Daniel Day-Lewis doesn’t pass for Honest 
Abe to a degree that’s downright astonishing. 

With a beard, makeup and the right 
clothes, the lanky Day-Lewis already kind of 
looks like America’s 16th president. Yet the 
actor’s precise (and unexpectedly soft) high 
voice and ability to evoke firmness and con- 
trol without being especially animated make 
his Lincoln undoubtedly presidential. 

Unless you were recently unfrozen from 
ice and don’t know who won the Civil War or 
whether the 13th Amendment passed, “Lin- 
coln” may not provide much tension. Aside 
from an opening battle depicting the brutal- 
ity of war between countrymen, Spielberg’s 


film (adapted by Tony Kushner from a book 
by Doris Kearns Goodwin) consists almost 
entirely of scenes showing Lincoln’s insis- 
tence on pushing through the amendment— 
ven as folks on both sides of the aisle oppose 
the abolition of slavery while supporting an 
end to the war. 

The cast, including Tommy Lee Jones (who 
better to say “You fatuous nincompoop?”), 
David Strathairn, Michael Stuhlbarg, James 
Spader, John Hawkes and Lee Pace, is 
first-rate. And the movie’s main idea— that 
politicians need to play the political game but 
also stand devoted to controversial opin- 
ions—comes through loud and clear. Reach- 
ing across party lines works because those 
converted are more committed to their sense 
of duty than to where they sit in the House. 

Still, the film shows an awful lot of bearded 
and/or wigged white men giving speeches 
rather than providing a broad portrait of the

day’s activism. With its revolving door of un- 
derdeveloped supporting characters includ- 
ing Joseph Gordon-Levitt as Lincoln’s son 
Robert and Sally Field as Mary Todd, the stiff 
“Lincoln” rarely invests in the complexities 
of its perspectives or the details of history. 
It shows virtually none of the effects of the 
racism it discusses. Few will walk out feeling 
as if they've gained considerable insight into 
anyone or anything about these events. 

“My dad has to see that movie,” an audi-

ence member said on the way out of the early 
screening. I suspect many moviegoers will 
have this reaction. “Lincoln” isn’t flashy, and 
it’s far from exciting. If you sat down looking 
for 3-D vampires, that’s the other Lincoln 
movie that flopped earlier this year. 

Rather than bringing real history to 
vibrant life or offering any surprising insights 
on the America that was, this “Lincoln” sim- 
ply presents a victory earned and a precedent 
set by a man, not a myth.

Daniel Day-Lewis knew little about Abraham 
Lincoln when he agreed to play the president 
in Steven Spielberg’s “Lincoln.” By the time 
production began on the film, opening Friday, 
the British-Irish actor was so immersed in the 
character he was even texting co-stars as the 
16th president. 

“I knew nothing about him,” Day-Lewis, 
55, told reporters recently. “I had everything 
to learn and apart from a few images, a statue 
... a few lines from the first inaugural, a few 
from the Gettysburg Address, that would be 
my entire knowledge of that man’s life.” 

The two-time Oscar winner admitted he 
was hesitant in taking on the role, saying he 
did not want to “be responsible for irrevo- 
cably staining the reputation of the greatest 
president this country’s ever known.” 

Despite his doubts, Day-Lewis already is 
being hailed as a certain Oscar nominee for 
his work on the movie, which could add to 
his best actor Oscar haul for his greedy turn 
-of-the-century oil baron in “There Will be 
Blood” (2007), and his role as a quadriplegic 
writer in the 1989 film “My Left Foot.” 

Spielberg’s film centers on the last few 
months of Lincoln’s life. The Civil War is still 
raging and the president is fighting factions 
within his own cabinet, as well as divisions in 


Congress, to pass the 13th Amendment to the 
US. Constitution that abolished slavery. 

Day-Lewis is known for exhaustive prepa- 
ration and for completely throwing himself 
into his roles, even when the cameras are not 
rolling. “Lincoln” was no exception. 

Sally Field, who plays Mary Todd Lincoln, 
recalled how Day-Lewis had texted her “to- 
tally in character” over a seven-month period 
prior to shooting the movie. “[It] was difficult 
because you had to figure out how to say what 
you wanted to say within the vernacular of the 
time,” Field told reporters. 

Day-Lewis spent a year in preparation, be- 
ginning by diving into Lincoln’s speeches and 
writing. 

There are no recordings of Lincoln’s speak- 
ing voice, so to find his character’s intonation, 
Day-Lewis relied on written reports from the 
era that Lincoln spoke in a high pitch. He 
read Lincoln’s writing aloud and hoped for 
inspiration to strike. It did—resulting in a 
treble Kentucky twang. 

“All that we know of him are the static 
images,” Day-Lewis said. “Everything else is up 
for grabs. What usually happens for me if I’m 
lucky—if I’m lucky—is that I begin to hear 
a voice at some point in my inner ear and if it 
pleases me I then set about the work of trying 
to reproduce it.” LOS ANGELES TIMES CONTRIBUTED

French filmmaker 

Leos Carax’s first 

film in 13 years 

features Eva Mendes 

in arguably her most 
fascinating role. Uh, it’s not exactly similar to 
“Hitch” or “Ghost Rider,” however. 

In “Holy Motors,” Mendes is a model 
named Kay-M, whose photo shoot is inter- 
rupted by what appears to be an evil zombie 
leprechaun that bites the fingers off the 
photographer’s assistant and carries Kay-M 
into the sewer—after licking her armpit. 

This strange little guy is actually Oscar 
(Denis Lavant), who spends all of “Holy Mo- 
tors” changing from one persona to the next. 
Lavant plays 11 parts as Oscar applies his 
own makeup/wigs/etc. while in a moving car. 
Lavant still looks 500 times more convincing 
than the character- and appearance-shifting 


actors in “Cloud Atlas.” 

Naming all his personas and all of his bi- 
zarre encounters would ruin the experience, 
so let’s just say the movie also stars Kylie 
Minogue, depicts a rather awesome march- 
ing-band-style accordion jam and features 
people shooting a motion-capture sex scene 
sure to make Robert Zemeckis (“The Polar 
Express”) blush. 

In other words, “Holy Motors” invites pos- 
sible disgust and likely confusion at almost 
every turn. Yet open-minded consideration 
for its warped sensibilities may lead to ap- 
preciation for the way Oscar—who at times 
seems like a makeup artist with too much 
time on his hands— adjusts perspectives, 
seemingly in the interest of maximizing his 
twisted and cinematic understanding of the 
world. His violent actions raise questions 
about how and why he’s not apprehended, 
but this all may be a dream anyway. It’s a 
glorious, gross, absurd, haunting dream and 
deconstruction of identity that may enthrall 
like a symphony or annoy like a rash.

“Tt’s on me! Is it on 

me? I can feel some- 

thing crawling on 

me!” If those words 

are going through 
your mind at the sight of the creepy little 
parasite thingies in “The Bay,” that makes 
two of us. Following a string of mediocre and 
worse movies (“What Just Happened,” “Man 
of the Year,” “Envy”), director Barry Levin- 
son takes a surprising left turn and reaps the 
benefits from this unsettling horror movie, 
which is told as if an amateur filmmaker 
were collecting all the unseen footage of an 
unreported tragedy. 

That filmmaker is Donna (Kether Dono- 
hue of “Pitch Perfect”), who spent July 4, 
2009, in Claridge, Md., working as a summer 
TV reporting intern. What she witnessed 
was far from the usual small-town jubilation 


and crab-eating contests—although some 
T-shirts she sees read “I got crabs.” No, what 
occurs joins “Jaws” and “Open Water” on the 
shortlist of films that can make you really, re- 
ally uncomfortable about going in the water. 
Other familiar faces thrown into an increas- 
ingly horrifying, skin infection-laced situa- 
tion include Kristen Connolly (‘Cabin in the 
Woods”) as a lawyer taking a 7-hour boat trip 
to Claridge with her husband and baby, and 
Illinois native Christopher Denham (“Argo”) 
as a scientist investigating bacteria and other 
unpleasantness in the Chesapeake Bay. 
Without a ton of substance and too 
many clear-cut answers, “The Bay” docu- 
ments the bureaucracy and communication 
breakdowns that allow for a disaster many 
people could have seen coming and pre- 
vented. Mostly, this quality midnight movie 
reinforces that, no matter how seemingly 
innocent, movies named after idyllic seaside 
locations —be it a cove, a beach, an island, 
whatever—always feature terrible things. You 
may now begin dreading “The Isthmus.”
